Aiken brought a ‘touch of patriotism 
into the sermon in which he recited

worthwhile things 
which 
•America has to be thankful for to­ 
day in the face of the great conflict: 
The ministers of all of the church­ 
es of the city had a part in the pro­ 
gram, the Rev. C. J. Bunnell of the 
First Baptist church presiding, the 
Rev. C.

“I intend to report the work of 
your school to the Council of De­ 
fense in order that it may be pub­ 
lished in the bulletin of the council.

work this teacher and these girls are 
doing and back them up,” said Mrs. 
Moore.

Rushville Business Men Ask Public 
Serviee Commission to Increase 
Fares and Freight 


OUTGROWTH OF SPEECH HpRE 


I. A C. President Shows Company 
Must Have More Revenue in 
Order to Serve Community 


As a result of a meeting in the 
court 
house 
assembly 
room J^ast 
night when Charles L. Henry, presi­ 
dent of the Indianapolis and Cincin 
uati Traction company, 
addressed 
approximately one hundred business 
men conrerning 
a petition pending 
before the state public service com­ 
mission for an increase in iuterur- 
ban fares and freight rates, a peti­ 
tion was being circulated today for 
signatures favoring the granting of 
the petition of the company. 
The petition will be filed with the 
public service commission tomorrow 
morning because the hearing on the 
petition for an increase 
in freight 
rates will be held 
tomorrow after­ 
noon. 
Mt was decided at .the meeting to 
circulate the petition 
when prac­ 
tically 
unanimous 
apporoygl 
was 
given the petition after Mr. Henry 
had read it carefully, explaining it 
as he went along. The sentiment ex­ 
pressed by business men after the 
meeting was that the I. & C. should 
have the increase as prayer because 
of thf showing made in the petition 
that the company had not paid any 
dividends on 
common 
stock, only 
fwo and three-quarteys per cent on 
the preferred stock since thp reor­ 
ganization Nov. 20, 1910 and that 
the company had operated at a de­ 
ficit. 
The personal equation entered in 
the discussion 
of the question 
by 
Mr. Henry. 
He showed 
that 
the 
traction line, because pf the freight 
service . it gives—bringing 
freight 
lere for delivery the morning of the 
tnisiness day after the night of the 
business day it is shipped—is essen­ 
tial to the welfare of this and every 
oiher community which R sejwea. 
After reciting the financial con­ 
dition of the company and recalling 
the steps taken to extend the Roe to 
Cincinnati, 
by which means it was 
expected to put the company on 
a 
paying basis, Mr. Henry laid empha­ 
sis on tnis sentence in the petition: 
“It has now become perfectly ev­ 
ident that these borrowings can not 
ye continued and 
that if the com­ 
pany is to continue the operation of 
the road the operating income there­ 
of must be increased.” 
Mr. Henry 
made 
it very evident 
hait the line can not continue on its 
>res£nit income, indicating that op­ 
eration would have to be discontin­ 
ued if the revenue were not mater­ 
ially increased. 
“The war conditions 
have m$de 
such 
a change,” 
Mr. 
penry said, 
“that it is evident if your commun­ 
ity and others along this line have 
any trams port aton service, it mast 
be given by the I. & C. It is a dif­ 
ficult to ship any freight by steam 
roads except in car load lots.”

business man who told him freight 
was being shipped 
from Louisville 
by interurban

( Bv United Proas.) 
Washington, Nov. 29.—Caneella- 
ion of the Russian war debt to the 
ITnifed States would mean sweeping 
aside a bill of nearly 
$15QJM)0,000. 
This amount of an authorization of 
J325,000,000 has been 
expended in 
the United States chiefly in payment 
for supplies for the allies. 
Officials 
have held that it was wise to give 
Russia

II. E. Barnard, Hoover’s represen- < 
tative in Indiana said today. 
i 
“The prejudice against the use of 
canned foods which was but a few j 
years ago so common that most j 
housewives used the excellent pro-1 
ducts of the canner with fear and 
trembling, has almost died out,” he i 
said. 
“But there are still 
some people 
and even some physicians who are 
obsessed with the fallacy that pto­ 
maines some 
how 
dr other result 
from the contact of foods with tin 
surface. 
The fact is .that the 
in­ 
jurious products are not formed in 
the tin can until it is perforated so 
that the contents 
spoil because of 
the introduction of mold or bacteria 
from the outside. 
If it were possi­ 
ble to dissolve enough tin from the 
lining of the can a slight metallic 
poisoning might result, but as a mat­ 
ter of fact the tin in the can does 
not dissolve. I have examined sweet 
corn which 
had been 
packed for 
more than twenty-five 
years and 
found the corn entirely satisfactory 
as a food and the lining of the can 
as bright and fresh as when the food | 
was first put up. 
The acids natur­ 
ally present in 
food dissolve 
tin 
plate very slowly. 
Caimed goods 
put up for a year or two or three 
are just as wholesome when finally 
eaten as when fresh packed. 
“There is still 
another 
fallacy! 
which is common among housewives 
and which is frequently repeated by 
men and women who ought to know 
better, and that is the idea that as 
soon as a package of canned goods 
is opened the contents should be j 
emptied into some other receptacle. 
A •little reflection on the part of those 
who are afraid to leave food stand 
in the tin can will recall the fact 
that tin utensils are common in ev- 
( ery kitchen. 
Milk pails and 
milk 
pans have held the milk for gener­ 
ations and no one yet has ever sug­ 
gested that the lactic acid in milk 
dissolves off enough tin to produce 
any toxic symptoms. 
The jagged 
edges of an opened tin can may lac­ 
erate ’the fingers and a clean China 
bowl does not offer such possiblities 
of damage, but other than this I 
know of no reason why the contents 
of the can should Ik* emptied. 
Cer­ 
tainly baked beans, canned cherries 
or hominy will keep just as well in 
the can as out of it.and the tin lin­ 
ing will have 
no injurious 
effect 
whatsoever. 
“The laboratories of the National 
•Canner Association 
have recently 
completed a most careful study of 
the rate at which tin is dissolved 
from the lining of the can. 
Their 
results show conclusively that the 
solution of the tin proceeds so slow­ 
ly that it is impossible for food to be 
made in the 
slightest degree 
un­ 
wholesome. 
Housewives 
>liouJd 
learn to look upon the properly seal­ 
ed tin package as the safest con­ 
tainer for food and just so long as 
the package is in good condition the 
food contained in it will be good 
food.

Waterproofing Clothing. 
By mixing ona ounce of paraffin with 
one quart of gasoline, says a French 
scientist, a waterproofing material can 
be obtained that will greatly increase 
the life of shoes and clothing.

stalks and

rubbish 


should be wasted because it is too 
valuable as an aid in garden crof 
production. 


Besides the usual waste of gar- 


den rubbish, there is a large wastage 
of leaves, weeds and the skins ant 
other unused portions of 'fruits ant 
vegetables. 
These 
should all foe 


thrown on the compost pile to de- 
cay for use on the garden next 
spring. The compost pile should be 
built up in alternate layers of veg- 
etable refuse a foot thick and earth 
an 
inch or 
fwo deep. The earth 


helps to rot the vegetable matter. 
The top of the pile should be left 
flat so the rain may enter and help 
the process of decay. 


T'f the pile can 
be forked 
over 


once a .month 'when not frozen and 
the contents well 
mixed together, 


they will decay quite rapidly and toe 
in good condition in the spring. The 
compost may either foe spread over 
the garden and plowed under or it 
ma\/be scattered in the rows before 
the seeds nre sown. 
This 
is, of 


course, not as rich as stable manure 
but is a good substitute. 
Manure 


will be expensive next spring and 
anything that can be saved this win- 
ter is that much gained. 


iln the cities and towns there nre 


tons of leaves 
'burned every fall. 


This is a most deplorable loss and 
ought to be prevented. These leaves 
properly composted with vegetable 
waste and 
earth would be worth 


hundreds of dollars to the gardens 
npst spring.
